mi TO DEALERS 
PROTEST WAGE RAISE 



The following letter has been sent 
out tu the coal dealers of Illinois: 

We have found so much mlsunder- 
siandlng as to what the present stnig- 
Kte Ijetween nilnois miners and ope- 
rators Is all alK)ut that we are prom- 
pled to give you the following In 
formation as we aee It. 

In tbtZ and again In 1923 the co- 
called Jacksonville scale with pott- 
war i>eak wages, togetller with un- 
(x)nomlcal and unfair working con- 
ditions, was ibroltled on Ihe union 
operators of 'he country by Ihe com- 
hlued strength of tbe lalior union and 
IHdiilcal Influence The result has 
been thai mine after mine In tbe 
slates of Kentucky, West Virginia. 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, and In the south- 
west ,have gone over to a non-union 
basts with a lower production cost, as 
shown by the fact that ihe production 
of coal In this country by union min- 
ers has been reduufed from seventy 
per cent In 1921 to thirty per cent In 
1»26. 

Vou may a«k why we do not at- 
tempi to go nonunion In lUinoii. 
Th>Ti' Is a law in this stale, passed 
hy the legislature at Springfield, to 
Ihe effect that no one can work In an 
lilimilH coal mine without a cerltflcale 
Kranled hy the Illinois Mining Com- 
jiilsslon. which Is dominated by the 
lllliiolH Mlnnrx' I'nion. This, together 
with a tiatiinil physical fear on the 
part of our miners, makea It Imprac- 
tical for any ai»empl to operate non- 
union In this sUte at tbe present 
time. 

We feel that this slniggle on our 
part today for a lower cost of pro- 
duction is Just as much your struggle 
the sacrlllce to you cannot be more 
(than u small part of the cost and 
sBcrllice lo ourselvies. Our pivaent 
struggle with lalwr is to get our pro- 
duction down, so Ihat you can be fur- 
iilHhed with cheaper coal and ho that 
we can contlune to compete with the 
coal from nou union tlelds in our mar 
ketii. We believe a majority of our 
inlnerH, If we ctiuld ileal with them 
directly, would return to work im- 
mediately on a fair and reaaonabls 
basis. 

We appreciate very deeply the 
Hplendld supiMirt that has been given 
Ihe Illinois operators by many of the 
large uaers of Illinois coal. Ifnless 
we are successful, ytm will be forced 
for a long time to come lo [wy a high 
er for nonunion coal, andone of the 
leading Indusirles In the stade of III- 
nols will l>e. to a great extent des- 
troyed. 

I hope you will hear with lis an>l 
that we may retain your loyalty, 
which hai4 alwuyu been Itigbly at)- 
predated hy our Company, and Ihat 
In this great and, we trust, final 
struggle, which is for you just as 
much as for ourselves we may have 
your su|)j>ort.
